decrypted and reversed routing information by decrypting a tokenized second-network 
routing entry relating to a routing path of said message within said second network and 
by reversing the content of the decrypted second- network routing entry; replacing said 
routing information of said received message by said decrypted and reversed routing 
information; forwarding said received message with said decrypted and reversed routing 
information to said second network; marking a tokenized network routing entry of at 
least one of an incoming and outgoing tokenized network node; and performing at least

one of suppressing said reversing at outgoing tol<enizing network nodes and reversing 
network routing entries at incoming tokenizing network nodes before encryption.
